Will Not Print White’s Speech. 


Emporia, Kas., Oct. 14.— [Special. I— Today 
the Populist State Board of Public Printing 
notified Chancellor F. H. Snow of the Kan- 
sas State University that they would not 
print the annval address at the opening of 
the university, delivered by William Allen 
White, editor of the Emporia Gazette. These 
addresses have been printed annually far 
many years, but this year the Populists 
were greatly offended at the selection of Mr. 
White to make the address. His What's 
the matter with Kansas?” made him a 
persona noh grata to them. His subject 
was “A Western Education,” and in his 
discourse, which was highly commended by 
Harper’s Weekly and other Eastern papers, 
he maintained that the evolution of the 
English speaking people would be worked 
out, not by legislation, but by educating 
men. 

He preached the doctrine of a new educa- 
tion. which he said was not of the head but 
of the heart. But the part of the speech 
which most offended the Populists was the 
part in which Mr. White attacked the tneory 
that legislation and reform could accomplish 
any lasting good.

HARDIN MINE IS A WONDER. 


Attorney Henderson of.Detroit Says the 
Black Hills Property Is a 
World Beater. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 14.—[Special.]—Attor- 
ney Edwin Henderson, who has been in- 
vestigating the gold regions in the Black 
Hills, thinks that the biggest vein of ore 
ever struck in the world has been laid bare 
at Deadwood. The Hardin mine, according 
to his statement, outshines the Klondike. 

The shaft of the Hardin mine has been 
sunk twenty-three feet below the top of the 
veiln, he said, and they have not yet 
touched bottom. Mr. Hardin, the son of the 
old miner who located the claim, thinks it 
will be about 30 feet. We know already that 
it is twelve feet wide, and the outcroppings 
1,200 feet away indicate that it extends at 
least that distance. If that is true it is the 
biggest vein of ore ever struck in the world. 

“I estimate that there is a ton of ore in 
every one and a half cubic feet. The only 
element of speculation left is whether this 
is a pocket. There is one chance in a million 
that it is. Ore that came ninety-two feet 
from the surface assayed $22 to the ton. 
Ore from the bottom of the shaft assayed 
$45 to the ton. 

People about Deadwood are crazy about 
this big find. The whole region looks like 
a graveyard now, so many fresh stakes have 
been driven in the last few weeks. Every 
other man you meet there is a surveyor.”

EXPLOSION DAMAGES 4 CAR AND IN- 
JURES ELLEN ANSON. 


Kedzie Avenue Electric Jumps Half a 
Foot, Flinging the Young Woman 
to the Street — Other Passengers 
Given a Shakeup—Police, Searching 
for Cause, Find Empty Cartridges—

An explosion which jarred the window- 
panes for a block in every direction oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon on the Kedzie 
avenue electric line, near West Monroe 
street. Miss Ellen Anson, 18 years old, of 
1411 West Congress street, was seated di- 
rectly over the front truck at the time of 
the explosion. She was thrown from her 
seat and landed in the street, receiving se- 
vere injuries. Seven other passengers were 
on the car at thetime. They each escaped 
with nothing more serious than a slight 


. ghock., | 


The Warren avenue police are investigat- 
ing the cause of the explosion. They have 
found several empty cartridges, which 
were crushed by the car passing over them. 
They, however, were not sufficient to cause 
the heavy concussion, and it is believed 
that dynamite had also been placed upon 
the tracks. The officers think that mis- 
chievous boys may have placed the cart- 
ridges upon the track. ; 

Car Lifted Six Inches. 

South-bound electric car No. 1704, which 
was wrecked by the explosion, left Madi- 
son street at 5:20. Opposite the Graham 
Flat Building the explosion came and the 
car was lifted nearly six inches from the 
track. Miss Anson was seated on the right 
side of the car over the covers that inclose 
the trucks. The explosion lifted these lids 
from their places, carrying her with them. 
Miss Anson landed in the street tn a sitting 
position and the car settled back upon its 
trucks. Eight inches of flange were car- 
ried away on the front right Wheel by the 
force of the concussion and the car will 
have to be repaired before it can again be 
put in service. 

Her Injuries Are Many. 

Miss Anson was attended by Dr. H. H. 
Merrell and later conveyed to the home of 
her sister, 1520 Washington boulevard. Her 
arm was broken, her face brulsed, and she 
had received internal injuries. She wit 
recover. The police say that she is a domes- 
tic. 

Seven-year-old Robert Horwich, who lives 
with his parents at 294 South Halsted street, 
was mangled almost beyond, recognition 
while crossing Halsted street opposite Sebor 
court at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

He was struck by grip car 1,531, in charge 
of Gripman E. Legrove of the South Halsted 
street cable line, and his skull was crushed, 
his leg broken, and he received other in- 
juries.

FRAD OF POISON 


Jeremiah O’Brien Files a Pe- 
tition for Divorce. 


LIVES IN DEADLY FEAR. 


5 5 
Wife Charged with Constantly 
Fixing“ His Food. 


WOMAN DENIES ALLEGATION 


Jeremiah O’Brien, 201 Blue Islend avenue, 
slipped a bill into the Superior Court late 
yesterday afternoon asking a divorce from 
his wife on the charge that she repeatedly 
had tried to poison him. 

Seen at her home last night, Mrs. O’Brien 
vehemently denied the charge and declared 
she would fight the issue to the bitter end. 
Her husband, between Mrs. O’Brien’s de- 
nials, affirmed that the charge was abso- 
lutely true. 

In the bill filed Mr. O’Brien said the couple 
were married thirty years ago, and since 
June 1, 1882, Mrs. O’Brien had persistently 
and répeatedly decorated his food with ir- 
tent to make him sick and in,“ and that 
after partaking of the food he did become 
ill indeed. 


Gives Dates and Places. ‘ 


O’Brien gives dates and places where, he 
Says, indigestible and injurious substances 
were mixed with his victuals. When, as 
he declares, he first began to experience 
trouble with his food he was living with 
his family at 556 Washburn street, and he 
States that every year from 1888 to 18097 he 
was made more or less ill by things he could 
not account for in his meals. 

In 1889 he moved to 199 Blue Island ave- 
nue, and in 1892 to 201 Blue Island avenue, 
his present home. At both his latter homes 
he charges that his wife continued to sea- 
son hig food with deleterious drugs likely 
to disturb his digestion. 

During most of this time, Mr. O’Brien 
elaims, he did not know precisely what 
sort of poison he had been eating, but he 
makes the direct accusation that in May, 
1895, he was given two ounces of corrosive 
sublimate and in September, 1896, two 
ounces of embalming fluid. 

Mr. O'Brien is an undertaker and is ac- 
quainted with the fact that arsenic is one 
of the main components of embalming fluid. 
Therefore, when he realized, as he. says, 
that he swallowed a couple of ounces of 
the préservative liquid, he naturally felt 
uncomfortable internally. 


Poison on Irish Moss. 


O’Brién further charges that in June, 1892, 
his wife placed poison on some Irish moss 
prepared for his appetite, with intent to un- 
hinge his mind so that he could be sent to 
an asylum for the insane. O’Brien was at 
that time actually taken to the Maxwell 
Street Police Station, but prosecution was 
not proceeded with, and he was released 
from custody. 

In the bill filed Mrs. O’Brien is charged 
with drunkenness and another charge, Al- 
bert Gehsek being named as corespondent. 

Mrs. O’Brien denies all the charges made 
by her husband. They are living together at 
201 Blue Island aveune, and Mrs. O’Brien 
did not know until last night, when a re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNE called upon her, 
that a bill for divorce had been filed. Since 
their marriage nine children have been born 
to the O' Briens. Six of the offspring are 
still living. 

Mrs. O’Brien ascribes her family troubies 
to the influence another exerts over him. 
She says that the power of this third party 
has been such that she has been obliged to 
personally look after the financial receipts 
of her husband's business herself. 


Asks for an Injunction. 


Incidental to the petition for divorce Mr.

ing his wife from collecting money from the 
customers of their place of business. 

Mrs. O’Brien says her husband is supfect 
to periodical attacks of hallucination, and 
she ascribes the divorce suit to one of these. 
She is a well-preserved, matronly wom- 
an, whose life seems to be wrapt up in her 
chiléren, and who is greatly distressed over 
the enforced publicity of her domestic 
troubles. 

O’Brien is a well-known character in Chi- 
cago. For many vears he was a hackman 
and had his stand at Clark and Madison 
streets.

The Star Accident company of Chicago 
was first organized in 1884 as the Mutual 
Accident Association of the Northwest. Its 
name was changed to the present one in 
May, 1893. The court is told that the total 
assets of the company on examination by 
the State officer of insurance of its books 
is $14,800, with accrued liabilities amounting 
to $15,626, while the total liabilities, taking 
into consideration claims in course of ad- 
justment and being resisted, are $28,392. 

In regard to the Continental Masonic Ac- 
cident association the court is told this as- 
sociation was incorporated in 1894 to do 
business as an accident company on the 
assessment plan. The assets of the com- 
pany, as shown by the Insurance Superin- 
tendent, are $665, while its Mabilities are 
$225, leaving a balance of assets of $440. 
At this time, the court is told, the com- 
pany is doing but little business, having

o THE LAW OF CRUELTY. 


HUMANE SOCIETY HEARS THE SUB- 
JECT DISCUSSED. 


Strong Resolutions Are Adopted Cen- 
suring 
Suffering in Hospitals Under the 
Guise of Searching for Remédies 
for Disease—Recent Report of the 
Discovery of a Serum for Yellow 
Fever Brings Out the Protest. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 14.—[Special.)}—The 
annual session of the American Humane 
society, which began yesterday and will 
close tomorrow, is largely attended. Socie- 
tles in nearly all the States of the union 
are represented, and the delegates manifest 
great interest in the work of the organiza- 
tion. 

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones of Chicago 
delivered an address today on The Law 
of Sacrifice vs. the Law of Cruelty.” This 
subject was treatedscientifically and showed 
the religion of man to animals. Dr. Jones 
favored the vegetation theory, and thought 
the divine law of sacrifice ought never to 
conflict with the human law of cruelty. 

He stated that whenever the divine law 
was interfered man always reaped more 
trouble than he could take care of. The 
divine law ought to be used, and man and 
animal ought to die in a good cause. He 
described the cruelty to animals that is now 
existing. He was in favor of vivisection 
when it was done in the interest of science. 
He would not interfere with the law of sac- 
rifice, which controlled this in some cases. 
The whole struggle in this life was to keep 
a balance between the law of sacrifice and 
the law of cruelty. 

The paper that stirred the convention most 
deeply was one by Dr. Albert Leffingwell of 
Aurora, N. Y., upon “ Scientific Assassina- 
tion.“ It dealt with Dr. Sanarelli’s inocufa- 
tion of healthy human beings with the germ 
culture of yellow fever. 

The following resolution was adopted 

** Whereas, It has been currently reported 
that a distinguished South American phys!- 
clan, engaged in scientific researches, after 
vivisecting a large number of higher ani- 
mals, has not hesitated to inoculate patients 
confined in public institutions with the germ 
poison of yellow fever, causing them to 
suffer all the agonies of that dread disease 
and terminating in death; and that, whereas, 
these atrocious experiments, so far from ex- 
citing universal condemnation and abhor- 
rence, have been declared to be scientifically 
useful and therefore, perhaps a pardonable 
erime,“ therefore, 

Resolved. That assuming the facts to be 
correctly reported, the American Humane 
association hereby would record in the 
strongest manner possible its utter detesta- 
tion and condemnation of such scientific 
trifling with human life. It does not believe 
that any possible utility to science can di- 
minish the guilt of murders like these, or that 
the secret poisoning of human beings should 
in the least degree be condoned because the 
victims were friendless and poor. It views 
with horror and amazement the assertion 
that scientific experiments terminating in 
death have been made in certain public in- 
stitutions in this country and it therefore 
calls upon the scientific and medical societies 
of the United States to join with the Ameri- 
can Humane association in unreservedly 
condemning the subjection of human beings 
—patients in asylums, hospitals, or other 
public institutions—to any form of scientific 
experimentation.” 


KNIFE CURES INSANE PAIR. 


Trepanning in County Hospital Effects 
Complete Recovery of Two Pa- 
tients. 


Trepanning in the County Hospital has 
accomplished the cure of two insanity pa- 
tients, so the members of the surgical staff 
believe. The patients have been discharged. 
They are James Leahy and Mrs. Millie Mc- 
Donald. 

Leahy is the man who was shot in the 
head by a South Chicago policeman. The 
bullet plowed into his skull immedtately 
above the temple, making a long, ugly 
wound in the scalp and breaking the bones 
of the head. When he was taken to the 
hospital he was possessed of the insane idea 
that every one he saw desired to kill him, 
and consequently he persisted in attempting 
to fight every one who came near his cot. A 
nurse could not approach him without mak- 
ing him frightfully nervous. 

Dr. Fortner conceived the idea that the 
trouble was caused by a bone pressing upon 
his brain. The process of trepanning was 
tried, the scalp was elevated about two 
inches, and the bone of the skull was raised 
from the diseased part. 

This is not a new method, but it has not 
been attempted in this institution recently 
until these two cases were treated. One re- 
sult of the test is that the staff of the Coun- 
ty Hospital now approves of the process. In 
Leahy’s case as soon as the bone was raised 
the man became rational, and the insane 
thought which had been troubling him dis- 
appeared. His wife visited him in the hos- 
pital, noticed his improved condition, and at 
once ordered that he be removed to his 
home. 

The case of Mrs. McDonald is more inter- 
esting. The patient is the wife of a pros- 
perous San Francisco theatrical manager, 
who is the proprietor of the Adelphi House 
in the city of the Golden Gate. Several 
months ago she was struck upon the head 
with a champagne bottle. ‘The blow com- 
pressed a part of her skull, which induced 
suicidal mania. 

In this case the skull was treated as in 
that of Leahy. This time, however, the op- 
eration was performed on the very top of 
the head. After the operation Mrs. McDon- 
ald at once regained her normal tempera- 
ment, and within a very short time the hal- 
lucination had vanished. She was dicharged 
from the hospital yesterday and returned at 
once to California, entirely cured. Dr. Fort- 
ner says that these two cases have proved 
to the minds of the county staff that !nsan- 
ity is usually merely a local disease, and 
that, when the cause is known, relief may 
be secured. 


BETTER TIME ON THE LOOP. 


Improvement Being Steadily Shown in 
the Running of Elevated 
Trains. 


An improvement has been effected in the 
running time of the Metropolitan elevated 
trains on the Union Loop. While the two- 
minute schedule has not yet been found 
feasible, trains are transferred to the loop 
and sent back to the main tracks with much 
better speed and ease than seemed possible 
during the first two or three days, and the 
time consumed in making the circuit of the 
loop, including one-half minute stops, has 
been reduced to exactly eighteen minutes. 

Passengers who during the first two days 
found it more convenient to walk from 
Franklin street to the heart of the business 
section, rather than remain in the cars from 
twenty to thirty minutes in making the loop, 
now find that by making the loop they can 
save time. From the time the trains enter 
the loop to the time the Madison street sta- 
tion is reached on the Wabash avenue side 
is exactly nine minutes, which is much 
shorter than the time consumed in walking 
that distance. 

The officers of both the Lake Street and 
the Metropolitan roads announce that they 
are pleased with the results shown thus far, 
and expect to be able to make even a better 
showing before two weeks have passed.

FURTHER INJUNCTION TALK. 


The street car men's new union was given 
a fresh shock yesterday when news reached 
headquarters that six more heads had fallen 
at a single sweep of General Manager M. K. 
Bowen's ax. Four of the six men had joined 
the union but forty-eight hours before the 
blow fell. They were: Conductors Maloy, 
McGovern, Cleary, and Quinn, all of the Hal- 
sted and Sixty-ninth street line. The other 
two were James King and George Hubbard 
of the Cottage Grove avenue line. All were 
called to the office and told to “ settle up.“ 
They were curious to learn theofficial rea- 
son for their discharge, but Mr. Bowen re- 
fused to be interviewed. 

The union officials took the incident as a 
signal for renewal of hostilities and the end 
of an armistice which has lasted ten days. 

It had been given out in a sem1-official way 
that the company considered the union too 
wenk to be dangerous and no more Ate- 
charges would take place so long as che 
men remained away from meetings and 
gave up talking strike. 


Commence Working in Secret. 


The union officials decided to take ad- 
vantage of this by abandoning mass-meet- 
ings and working in secret. They had no 
suspicion that their every move was known 
to Mr. Bowen until the announcement that 
he had discharged four new members almost 
before the ink in their signatures was ary on 
the union roster. 

The men are again talking of injunction 
proceedings against the company, and a 
mass-meeting will soon be heid. 

President Mahon arrived in town yester- 
day to investigate the bribery story, and he 
will remain here until tomorrow at least. 
The union may be reorganized. The Ex- 
ecutive committee will hold a conference to- 
day to arrange for a mass-meeting. 


Bribery Story Considered. 


The $8,000 bribery story, implicating W. 
D. Mahon and the Executive committee of 
the local union, was renewed last evening 
by Mr. Mahon and the Executive commit- 
tee sitting as a court of inquiry in ex-Judge 
G. W. Ambrose’s office in the Ashland Block. 
Ex-Organizer J. A. Gibson of the union ex- 
plained how he had first heard of the rumor 
of bribery through a friend, who got it 
from a newspaper reporter. Gibson subse- 
quently fell out with his fellow-members of 
the Executive committee and was requested 
to give up his office as organizer. Later he 
repeated the bribery rumor. 

The story published at the time, to the 
effect that he and two other members of 
the committee, William Durkin and F. 
Thompson, were “ fired’ out of the union 
as traltors,“ was proven untrue. All three 
men are still members of the Executive com- 
mittee and all attended the meeting yester- 
day. 

The Executive committee gave out a state- 
ment last night exonerating Mr. Mahon 
from the bribery charge. The statement 
was signed by Hugh Carr, President; C. C. 
Thayer, Secretary; N. Kilgallon, William 
Durkin, M. J. Barnicle, T. C. McBreen, P. 
Melnerny, M. Boggan, J. F. O’Brien, James 
Rhind, J. A. Gibson. 


GRENIER GETS SIX: MONTHS. 


Montreal Editor Sentenced to Prison 
for Libel on the Minister ‘of 
Public Works. 


Montreal, Que., Oct. 14.—In accordance 
with the verdict rendered by the jury in the 
criminal bel case brought by J. I. Tarte, 
Minister of Public Works, Judge Wurtelle 
today sentenced W. A. Grenier, publisher 
of the Libre Parole, to six months in prison. 

The trial of this case has been in some 
measure a contest between two great po- 
litical parties of Canada. The Conserva- 
tives hoped to bring out damaging facts 
enough against the Liberals during the 
trial to cause the downfall of the latter 
party. Mr. Tarte has been for years a po- 
litical organizer. At first he was the main- 
stay in that direction of the Conservativés, 
and then, for some reason, he published a 
number of letters which compromised the 
Conservatives and caused the celebrated’ 
McGreevy trial, which caused the retire- 
ment of Sir Hector Langevin and the im- 
prisonment of several members of Parlia- 
ment, and gave the first blow to the party 
which had then been in power for nearly 
seventeen years. 

As a reward for his services to the Liberal 
party, it has been asserted, he was made 
Minister of Public Works when Sir Wilfrid 


Laurier came into power. 


John A. Gordon Withdraws. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 14.—John A. Gordon, 
Democratic nominee for Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, today tendered his resignation 
as such candidate to the Executive commit- 
tee of the party. The resignation was ac- 
cepted, and J. H. Gatsbart, the Populist can- 
didate, was indorsed for the position. It 
was claimed after the nomination of Mr. 
Gordon that he was one of the few support- 
ers in Colorado of Mr. Cleveland in his ghird 
Presidential campaign, when the mo- 
cratic State WN refused to support

Reasons For and Against It. 


A summary of the reasons given for and 
against annexation is as follows: 

For two generations the attitude of the 
United States toward Hawali has been more 
that of a brother toward a little sister than 
the usual formal treatment accorded other 
nations. 

The reasons given for that are: 

Hawalian Christianization, civilization, 
commerce, education, and development are 
the direct product of American effort. 

Hawaii is, in every element and quality 
which enters into the composition of a mod- 
ern civilized community, a child of America. 

Hawali is the one American colony be- 
yond the borders of the union. 

Honolulu is the one foreign port in the 
world where the Stars and Stripes float over 
more ships than all other flags combined. 

Out of all this has grown a sentimental 
feeling toward Hawall, which does not meas- 
ure its regard in dollars, combined with a 
recognition of the strategic value of Hawail, 
and the determination that it should not 
pass under the control of any other foreign 
people, resulting in a settled policy of ex- 
clusion of other powers and ultimate an- 
nexation. 

Five reasons in favor of annexation are 
enumerated—viz: * 

It will prevent the establishment of an 
alien and possibly hostile stronghold in a 
position commanding the Pacific coast and 
the commerce of the North Pacific, and 
definitely and finally secure to the United 
States the strategical control’of the North 
Pacific, thereby protecting its Pacific coast 
and commerce from attack. 

The conditions are such that the United 
States must act now to preserve the results 
of its past policy and to prevent the domi- 
nancy in Hawail of a foreign people. 

It will increase many fold and secure to 
the United States the commerce of the 
islands. 

It will greatly increase and secure to the 
United States the shipping business of the 
islands. 

It will remove Hawall from international 
politics, and tend to promote peace in the 
Pacific by eliminating an otherwise certain 
source of international friction. 

Need of Coaling Stations. 

In support of the first reason given’ here 
for annexation Mr. Thurston points to the 
fact that all the great powers of Europe 
have coaling stations within steaming dis- 
tance. of our Atlantic coast, but that none 
of them possesses such a station near enough 
to the Pacific coast to be available as a 
base of operations against it. He also shows 
that, while there are scores of islands in 
the Atlantis that can be used as bases for 
naval supplies and repairs, there is but one 
spot in the Pacific, from the equator to 
Alaska, from Japan to the American conti- 
nent—namely, Hawaii—where coal, bread, 
and water can be obtained. 

A country in possession of Hawaii, Mr. 
Thurston says, would have a base of sup- 
plies within four or five days’ steaming of 
any port of the Pacific coast, and by simply 
keeping other nations out of it the United 
States will secure almost absolute immunity 
from naval attacks on its Pacific coast. 

In support of his second reason for annex- 
ation Mr. Thurston avers that it is no longer 
a question whether Hawall shall be con- 
trolled by the native Hawalian or by some 
foreign race, but rather what foreign people 
shall control the islands. The time has 
come when the simple announcement by the 
United States of its policy, combined with 
the control given by the reciprocity tregty. 
is no longer sufficient to make that pdlicy 
effective or to retain the advantagcs al- 
ready secured. The treaty, Mr. Thurston 
points out, is terminable by either perty to 
it upon a year’s notice, and that other na- 
tions stand ready to avail themselves of the 
opportunity 80 afforded is made apparent 
by the fact that the English government has 
attempted, and is still working, to obtain 
the cession or lease of one of the Hawalian 


islands as a cable station. 
Politics of the Pacific. 
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Thurston says that while for the immediate 
present the government of Hawaii is under 
control of those who favor annexation, there 
is no certainty that it will continue so for 
any great length of time. As long as Ha- 
wall is independent other nations will nat- 
urally strive to advance their interest there 
at the expense of the United States. Hawali 
Independent, but without the power to main- 
tain its independence, is a standing invita- 
tion to international intrigue and friction 
and a menace to the peace of the Pacific, but 
if Hawail becomes a part of the territory 
of the United States, Mr. Thurston holds 
that it will be eliminated from internaticnal 
politics. 

Next, Mr. Thurston replies tersely and con- 
vincingly to twenty objections that have 
been advanced to annexation. In regard to 
the objection that it is unconstitutional be- 
cause the general government is limited 
in its powers to those expressly conferred 
upon it by the constitution, and that the 
constitution does not specifically grant pow- 
er to annex territory, and therefore the 
power daes not exist, Mr. Thurston says 
that since Louisiana was annexed by Jef- 
ferson the constitution has been repeated- 
ly interpreted in favor of annexation by the 
Executive, Congress, and the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and he recites eleven 
instances wherein the President negotiated 
annexation treaties. In regard to the ob- 
fection that annexation in this case would 
be unconstitutional because Hawall is not 
contiguous te the United States, Mr. Thurs- 
ton says that precedents are all against it. 
On general principles contiguous territory 
is more easily governed and defended. But 
this depends upon circumstances, In these 
days distance is not a matter of miles but of 
hours. When ‘California was annexed it 
was two months distant from civilization. 
Honolulu today lies only ten and a half days 
distant from Washington. Alaska is sepa- 
rated from the United States by Canada. 
Midway Island is 8,000 miles from Califor- 
nia. The Aleutian Islands extend i,200 
miles west of Alaska, and the guano is- 
lands are scattered all over the Pacific and 
the Caribbean Sea. 

To Come In as a Territory. 

In answer to the objection of some per- 
sons who say we do not want Hawall as a 
State, with two more Senators, Mr. Thurs- 
ton declares that the treaty does not pro- 
vide for Statehood. It provides that Hawaii 
shall be a Territory, and leaves the form of 
government in the hands of Congress. 
Statehood is not an issue. It will be for our 
successors to settle. They will be dealing 
with their own fortunes and fates, and not 
with ours. Can we not perform the duty 
of the hour and leave the future to them, 
in the faith that they will be as wise and 
patriotic as we are? 

In answering those who say that Hawall 
is an outlying territory, and in time of war 
would be & source of weakness to the United 
States, Mr. Thurston holds that whether 
outlying territory is a source of weakness 
depends upon circumstances, When Eng- 
land owned territory in France it was a 
source of weakness. Her ownership of 
Gibraltar is a source of strength. 

Generals Schofield and Alexander, Ad- 
mirals Porter, Walker, Belknap, and Cap- 
tain Mahan declare that Hawali would be 
a source of strength to the United States 
incase of war. They base their opinion upon 
a plain demonstration of facts—viz.: 

The navies of today are all steamers with 
limited coal carrying capacity, and cannot 
cross the Pacific without renewing their coal 
supply. Hawaii is only four days’ steaming 
from San Francisco, and in possession of 
any foreign power would be a menace and 
a danger to the Pacific coast and its com- 
merce. Shut out from Hawall, all of them 
are forced back the entire width of the Pa- 


_ciflio—a distance practically prohibitive of 


naval operations againgt the Pacific coast. 
With foreign countries barred out of Hawaii, 
the Facile coast and its commerce are al- 
most absolutely safe from naval attack. 
Question of Expense. 

Mr. Thurston does not think that annexa- 
tion will necessitate heavy expenditures and 


a navy in order to protect Hawall in time of 


war. Whé¢ther Hawail is to be fortified and 
defended pr not does not dépend upon an- 

exation, but upon whether the United 

tates is to continue Its policy of barring out 
other nations. Annexation is only incidental 
to the policy of excluslon. Annexation does 
not necessitate fortification, but if ever forti- 
fication is required title will be an essential. 
Title can be obtained now. What the future 
may bring forth no one can tell. 

Neither does he think it will form a prec- 
edent for a policy of unlimited annexation 
of territory. The annexation of Hawaii, he 
says, is not, primarily, to secure additional 
territory or commerce, but to secure a unique 
and all-powerful strategical point for the 
protection of that which it already owns. 
No other foreign tersitory bears such a rela- 
tion to the United States, therefore this is no 
precedent for other annexatipns. 

In answer to the objection that it is con- 
trary to the Monroe doctrine to acquire ter- 
ritory beyond the boundaries of the Ameri- 
can continent. Mr. Thurston says that the 
Monroe d ne is a limitation on European 
powers, cluding them from participation 
in the affairs of the American continent and 
its outl islands, but it places no limita- 
tion on the United States. Ins 
Hawali lying 


approximately 2,000,000 tons during 1896, 
and the rate of consumption is rapidly in- 
creasing. Hawali produces a little over 200,- 
000 tons per annum, and all of the natural 
cane lands are already under cultivation. 
Mr. Thurston next deals with the objection 
that the government of Hawaii consists of 
foreign adventurers who have no authority 
or jurisdiction over the country. He says 
that the President and a very latge number 
of the leading officials of the government 
were born and have always resided in 
Hawaii; while, without exception, they are 
among the leading business and professional 
men of the country. It would seem eufficient 
to meet the charge that they are ad- 
venturers seeking their own privato benefit 
to show that they are negotiating a treaty 
which will legislate them out of office. 


Annexation and the Sugar Trust. 


He also discusses briefly the charges that 
annexation will be beneficial to the sugar 
trust; that the United States will have to 
assume the Hawalian public debt without 
receiving any adequate return; that there 
is leprosy in the islands, and the ancient ac- 
susation that the monarchy was overthrown 
through the agency of the American troops. 
Even. if the latter were true, and it ts not 


‘admitted, Mr. Thurston says it would have 


no more effect today upon the status of the 


| Hawalian republic than does the fact that 


French troops assisted Washington to over- 
throw the British monarchy in America 
have any effect upon the present status of 
the American republic. 

The last and probably the most important 
objection to annexation which Mr. Thurston 
disposes of is to the effect that the United 
States has enough territory, people, and 
problems now. He says that the chief rea- 
son for the annexation of Hawali 18 to se- 
cure a vantage ground for the protection of 
what the United States already owns. It is 
not primarily to secure new territory, pro- 
mote shipping, and increase commerce, but 
to prevent the acquisition by a foreign 
power of a military stronghold possessing 
peculiar strategic relaticns toward this 
country. In comparison with the benefit 
and advantage. of securipg control of this 
strategic strongheld, what do the disadvan- 
tages amount to? 

For a number of years the United States 
grew and developed, while paying but slight 
attention to her international relations, 
either political or commercial. The mani- 
fest reason was that it possessed a vas‘ un- 
developed area which afforded full scope for 
energy and capital. That condition no long- 
er exists. The unoccupied territory has 
been taken up, and the creative energy of 
the American people can no longer be con- 
fined within the union. Production has so 
outrun consumption tn both agricultural and 
eo peensetngy products that foreign mar- 

e 


must be secured or stagnation will en- ) 


sue. Foreign trade means foreign interests 
which must be protected. It means rivalries 
and jealousies with other exporting nations, 
in which the American citizen must have 
the support of his government. 

In conclusion, Mr. Thurston says the day 
has gone by when the United States can 18 
nore its international privileges and obliga- 
tions. Whether it will or no, the logic of 
events is forcing the American people to 
take their place as one of the great inter- 
national nations,“ and incidentally thereto 
to adopt such means as are necessary to 
sustain the position.—New York Sun.

Bullish Wheat Factors Ignored. 


Most of the day’s considerations in wheat 
were bullish, but they were offset by the 
influence of a demoralized corn market. The 
net result of the day’s business was a de- 
cline of %c in December and l%c in May. 
The ¢losing prices were within a fraction of 
the low point. The pit incident was the 
widening of the spread between December 
and May, the deferred future at one time 
being at 2½ discount. The trade seems to 
be working over into the deferred delivery, 
with speculators and the elevator men dis- 
posed to sell. The crowd is decidedly 
mixed on the whole speculative situation. 
Speculators cannot make up their minds as 
to whether the December deal is going to 
fizzle out dismally or develop into a corner. 
On atcount of the light stocks and the con- 
ditions apparently favoring manipulation 
there is some disposition to neglect Decem- 
ber wheat. The Price Current's references 
to increased area were not balanced by 
referénces to the need of rain and the sum- 
mary was bearish. The Northwestern flour 
output is less than the previous week, but 
more than a year ago. Receipts of wheat 
in the Northwest and in the local market 
are unmistakably falling off, and this, with 
the strength in the foreign markets. and 
the cables telling of unfavorable crop re- 
sults in Russia, contributed to the early dis- 
play of strength. The two Northwestern 
markets had 781 cars, against 1,046 a week 
ago and 887 a year ago. Local receipts were 
165 cars, against 831 a week ago 
and 805 a year ago. Local outinspec- 
tion was liberal at 151,000 bu. Liverpool was 
up d on futures at the opening and at 
the close showed an advance of d on Oc- 
tober, %d on May, and 1½d on December. 
At the close Paris was up 15 to 25 centimes 
and Antwerp was up 12% centimes on red 
winter wheat. Clearances were equivalent 
to 502,000 bu, against primary receipts of 
1,081,000 bu. Argentine cables give a rather 
better outlook for wheat, but all the Russian 
advices are bullish. 


Russian Crop Reports Unfavorable, 


According to the preliminary report made 
by the representative of a syndicate of grain 
operators here and in Great Britain the Rus- 
sian wheat crop in the southern and south- 
eastern provinces will only be about half 
of that of last year. The revised figures 
credited to the Hungarian Minister of Agri- 
culture are by no means as sensational as 
might have been expected, but show con- 
siderable shortage as compared with last 
year in the production of both wheat and 
rye. The announcement of liberal export 
business at the seaboard late in the day did 
not cause much rally. There was but little 
significant pit trading. Skillen was perhaps 
the most conspicuous seller of May, and 
was credited with acting for either Barrett 
or Comstock. There was some selling of 
May by a trader who acts for Linn, but 
nothing further than this circumstance to 
connect him with it. The cash wheat mar- 
ket was rather dull, with spring wheat of 
various grades at unusually wide differ- 
ences. The market was firm early, but off 
10e before the close, 

Provisions did better, and considering the 
weakness in grain the market was surpris- 
ingly steady. The receipts of hogs nere und 
at the West were not up to expectations 
nor up to last year’s level. The cash de- 
mand was rather better, and buying by 
Brown, Cudahy, and later on by Wells ad- 
vanced the market sharply. There was a 
little concession at the close, but the entire 
list showed a net guin.

SATISFACTORY FALL CONDITIONS IN 
LUMBER LINES, 


Books Show September Shipments and 
Local Business to Have Been Large~ 
ly Increased Over Preceding Months 
More Stuff Coming into the Cargo 
Market and Prices Showing a Ten- 
dency to Advance—Implement-Mak- 
ers Are Busy. 


Wholesale lumber dealers who have gone 
over their books for the month of Septem- 
ber find the statements they made from time 
to time to the effect that business was 
phenomenally good fully proven by the 
actual record of the month’s shipments. 
The output from one representative yard 
was in round figures 20,000,000 feet, or daily 
average of fifty cars. This was in white 
pine, which market is becoming much more 
active as the fall season progresses. There 
is, however, such a vast difference in the 
stock conditions at the different yards 
that the few which can show comparatively 
complete stocks are doing the bulk of the 
business. A somewhat peculiar feature of 
the trade is the fact that, considering the 
season of the year, there are fewer com- 
pletely assorted stocks in Chicago today 
than at any time for several years. There 
is possibly a greater amount of lumber on 
hand than last year, but there are only a 
few firms who had the foresight to secure 
full stocks while they were yet to be had at 
favorable buying prices. Some of the rest 
of them are doing what they can to get in 
the stock they will need before the close 
of navigation and will probably succeed in 
rounding up a fair amount of lumber in 
preparation for spring shipment. The re- 
ceipts for this month by water are expected 
to surpass any month this year, if not for 
several years. 

Hardwood trade appears to be picking up 
a little, but has not yet reached a stage 
where it can unqualifiedly be called satis- 
factory. Implement and furniture makers 
continue to be the principal users. Com- 
paratively small quantities are used for 
finishing purposes, all the building trades 
being on a low plane of industry. 

The shingle market gives renewed signs 
of strength. All kinds of shingles of north- 
ern manufacture are almost as scarce as 
are those of Pacific White cedar

Identity of Certain Bones.

No Murder with a Brass Band. 

„What testimony has been offered against 
him that he did not present to the prosecu- 
tion on a silver saiver?

brass band? Does he give notice to the 
world that he is going to kill his wife? Does 
he go around and tell people, I am going to 
settle her, I am going to take her in my 
hand and crush her’? Mr. McEwen truth- 
fully said in his statement that men who 
commit crimes do it in secrecy and dark- 
ness. If the conduct of Luetgert had not 
been that of an innocent man where would 
have been the State’s case? 

„% The verdict of the jury ought to be 
either death or acquittal Compromise in 
such a case would be cowardly. 

“If Luetgert is guilty this is as deliberate- 
ly planned, cruel, premeditated, blood- 
thirsty murder as was ever committed, and 
if that is true he ought to be hung. If he is 
innocent, great God, what has he suffered? 
I have wondered sometimes if the Lord did 
not punish people very hard for some things. 
Certainly Luetgert has been punished be- 
yond his deserts unless he is guilty, and if he 
is guilty he has not had half enough. 

Mrs. Luetgert Might Return. 

„It would be a very melancholy thing for 
the members of this jury, it would bea very 
melancholy thing for the civilization of the 
nineteenth century, it would be a very sad 
thing for Chicago to hang Luetgert and then 
have Mrs. Luetgert return fn the course of 
a few years or have her found in some 
poorhouse, or some bridewell, or some lu- 
natic asylum, as hundreds of other people 
have disappeared and been found, and have 
her brought home to her worse than father- 
Gentlemen of the jury, how 
would you feel? And yet, if Lueigert is 
guilty, you must hang him. You cannot 
send him to the penitentiary for life. You 
cannot make a compromise. He has got to 
be tried upon the evidence that has been 
presented here. If a man thinks he would 
like to send Luetgert to the penitentiary be- 
cause Mrs. Luetgert might come back, he 
has a reasonable doubt in his mind, and the 
court will tell you that if you have a rea- 
sonable doubt you must acquit.“ 

Inspector Schaack Is Scored. 


During the argument Inspector Schaack, 
Captain Schuettler, and most of the police 
officers who have worked on the case sat 
inside the bar close to the State’s attorneys. 
Sergeant Spangler, who discovered the 
fragment of thigh, stood in the door. At- 
torney Vincent gave them a withering look, 
ran his hands through his wavy brown 
hair, and began: 

J do not say that Inspector Schaack, 
poor opinion as I have of him, would de- 
liberately start out to manufacture evi- 
dence to hang an innocent man, but as true 
as I live I do believe that if Schaack was 
convinced a man was guilty, as I believe he 
was convinced on the 7th or Sth day of May 
that Luetgert was guilty, he would feel the 
end justified the means, and he would man- 
ufacture evidence to see that justice was 
done; and I believe that he has done that 
very thing. This case is called on the rec- 
ord, The People of the State of Illinois 
against Adolph L. Luetgert.’ That is a mis- 
take. The title of this case should be, 
Michael J. Schaack, seeking to hold a job, 
against Adolph L. Luetgert.’ 

Bracing Up Their Opinion. 

How have the police worked upon this 
case? Schaack and Schvuettler and some of 
their minions went out there, and they made 
up their minds that Luetgert was guilty. 
That is a fair statement to make, in view of 
the evidence, I think. We all have pride 
of opinion, and when a policeman expresses

During the fiscal year contracts have been made 
continuing the operation of this company’s cars 
upon the Louisville and Nashville, the Northern 
Pacific, the Norfolk and Western, the Kansas 
City, Memphis and Birmingham, and the Yazoo 
and Mississippi Valley railroads. New contracts 
have been made with the Kansas City, Pittsburg 
and Gulf, the Kansas City dnd Northern Connect- 
ing, and the Texas Midland. 

There have been built during the year for the 
use of the company fifteen cars, costing $268,838 
The number of cars owned and controlled is 2 "428, 
of which 2,105 are standard and 825 tourizt or 
second class cars. 

The number of passengers carried during the 
year was 4,852,398, and the number of miles run 
was 190,562,758. During the previous year the 
number of passengers carried was 5,112,965, and 
the number of miles run was 191,862,947.

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DAIRY MEN FIGHT RATES. 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION DECIDES TO 
OPPOSE EASTERN RAILROADS. 


Dealers Gather at the Palmer House 
and Discuss Freight Charges, De- 
termining to Demand Carload 
Prices, Which Are Now Enjoyed by 
Other Wholesale Shippers—Agents 
ot Transportation Companies Hover 
Near to Dis courage Such Action. 


The dairymen of the country had posses- 
sion of Chicago yesterday and in the foyers 
of the down-town hotels butter, eggs, and 
poultry were the principal topics of conver- 
sation. The National Association of Butter, 
Egg, and Poultry Dealers met in its second 
annual conevention at the Palmer House and 
started what promises to be a strong fight 
against the Bastern railroads. 

The association has 125 members scattered 
throughout the Northwestern States. Sixty- 
five of them were present at the convention. 
The topic of greatest interest was the de- 
mand made some time ago for carload rates 
on their shipments between Chicago and the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

President A. W. Johnson of Ottumwa, Ia., 
occupied the chair, and H. B. Brownell of 
Washington Court House, O., acted as sec- 
retary. One of the requirements of mem- 
bership is that the merchant candidate must 
operate during all the months of the year 
and conduct a business of not less than 
30,000 pounds a month. It was shown that 
last year the aggregate shipments of the 
125 firms was 53,750 car loads. 

The cost value of a car load of butter, 
eggs, and dressed poultry,” said Mr. Brow- 
nell, ‘* is $1,300; so the total outlay to farm- 
ers by these men in 1896 was $698,750.’’ 


Members from Eleven States. 


The membership of the organization ex- 
tends over eleven States. Up to the prescnt 


time, they claim, no better concession has 


been secured from the railroade than hun- 
dred-pound rates. Asa result it costs them 
as much to transport one carload as t costs 
the shippers of meat and grain products, 
who enjoy the benefits of carload rates, to 
transport three carloads. 

Therefore the association proposes to make 
war upon the railroads until they can have 


the same advantages as other shippers. 


They have placed the matter in the hands 
of a committee composed of: J. E. Beyer 
of Rochester, Ind., chairman; Arthur Jour- 
don of Indianapolis, Ind.; C. E. Williams of 
Tecumseh, Mich.; A. W. Johnson, Ottumwa, 
Ia.; George Haskell, Beatrice, Neb.; W. F. 
Priebe, Redwing, Minn.; H. B. Brownell, 
Washington Courthouse, O.; and C. S. Pord, 
Keokuk, Ia. 
Railroad Agents Hover Near. 

All the old officers except the Treasurer 
were reélected for the ensuing year, and 
Samuel Grinsted of North Vernon, Ind., was 
chosen to fill that position, A number of 
railroad agents and commission men gath- 
ered about the convention hall ostensibly to 
drum up trade, but really for no other rea- 
son, so the delegates declared, than to dis- 
courage the carload rate sentiment. The 
Joint Traffic association has had this mat- 
ter brought to its notice on the plea that 
such a large number of shippers doing an 
average annual business of 4380 carloads 
apiece are justly entitled to the same con- 
cessions given the beef trust.
